STATEMENT OF FACTS 

The Colnlnissiol~ initiated this administrative case by t l~e  issua~ice of an order 

dated Febiuary 24, 2006, in response to tlie iiia~zdate of the federal Eilergy Policy Act of 

2005 ("EPAct") tlzat state utility regulatory colnznissions col~sider t l~e  ii~iplernelltatioiz of 

cei-tain new standards for smart metering and iiitercoiu~ection.' Jurisdictiollal electric 

utilities were directed by that order to respond to information requests attached as 

Appendix C to that order by March 23, 2006, and a procedural scliedule was established. 

The Coilinzissioi~ granted iiltei-veiltion requests in the case by numerous agencies and 

organizatiolis over the next several riioiitlzs, including the Office of the Attorney General, 

the Metro Hu~nail Needs Alliance ("MHNA"), PJM Iiztercoluzection, LLC, I<eiitucky 

Industrial IJtility Custoi~lers, Iizc., Cellnet Tecluzology, Inc, and Hunt Teclulologies, Iilc. 

Supplemental info~~z~atioii requests were issued by the Colm~iissiolz staff 011 April 

13, 2006, and Iiltei-veilor MHNA 011 April 12, 2006. The jurisdictional utilities respoiided 

to the s~~pplemeiital requests by April 27, 2006, and participated in an infoi~lial 

conference on May 10, 2006. Verified prepared testiillony fi-0111 tlze jurisdictional utilities 

iiz tlze case was due 011 May 18, 2006, and fi-om iritei-vellors on June 6, 2006. A public 

hearing in tlie case was 11eld on July 18, 2006, for public comiliellts and tlze cross- 

exalninatioll of certaiil utility witnesses. 

ISSUE I 
ARGUMENT 

THE ENERGY POLICY ACT REQUIREMENTS WHICH ARE THE SUBJECT 
OF THIS CASE DO NOT APPL,Y DIRECTLY TO EKPC OR TO ANY OF ITS 
MEMBER SYSTEMS WITHOUT 2004 RETAIL, ELECTRIC ENERGY SALES IN 
EXCESS OF 500,000 KWHs 

' EPACT Subtitle E Sectio~l 1252, regarding Smart Metering, and S e c t i o ~ ~  1254, regarding Intercomlection. 
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At the hearing in this case, on July 18, 2006, Comi-nission Chaii-man Goss 

inquired whether EICPC was covered by the EPAct requirements, which are the subject of 

this case. (Transcript, July 18, 2006, p. 3 1) EICPCys research indicates that EKPC, itself, 

is not covered by the PTSRPA Title I requirei~lents, since those requirer~lents only apply to 

"Electric Utilities", as defined ill EPAct, whicl~ have retail electric sales of more tllail 

500,000 kilowatt-hours, as of two years prior to the year that the relevant requireinei~ts 

must be considered. (EPAct $ 102 (a), 16 USC $2612 (a)) Wholesale electric sales are 

specifically excluded froill the calculatioil of qualifying sales by Electric Utilities. (EPAct 

$102 (b), 16 USC $2612 (b)) EIQC has no retail electric sales, so it is not covered by the 

EPAct requireineilts that are the subject of this case. 

While EKPC is not covered by the relevant EPAct requirements, soille of EKPCys 

ilieinber distribution systenis do have sufficient levels of retail electric sales to be covered 

by those requireinelits. The EPAct requires the federal Departinelit of Energy ("DOE") to 

publish a list of covered electric utilities, and the cull-ent list is attached hereto as 

Attaclment I. That list includes the followiizg EKPC ineinber systems: Blue Grass 

Energy Cooperative, Fleming-Mason Energy Cooperative, Jacltson Energy Cooperative, 

Nolin RECC, Owen Electric Cooperative, Salt River Electric Cooperative, So~tth 

Kentuclcy RECC, and Taylor Couiity RECC. The DOE list el-roneously lists some of the 

covered EICPC inember systeins as not being rate-regdated by the Cominission, b ~ ~ t  the 

list appears to be consistent with Commissioiz's aimual statistical reports for 2004. The 

DOE list is available on the DOE website at l~ttp://www.oe.enei-gy.aov/pulpa.l~tin . 

EICPC has participated in this case for the purpose of coordiilating the 

represeiltatiori of its ineinber systems. As the all-requireinents power s~lpplier for its 



rneiliber systellzs, EIWC has designed aiid facilitated various system-wide prograins 

designed to prolnote energy efficiency arid conservation, and has acted as the purchaser 

of electric power and ellergy produced by Qualifying Facilities under PUJXPA. EKPC 

plans to colltiilue to provide any services to its meniber systeins wl~icli lnay be beneficial 

and ecoiloinical in the iillplenleiltatioil of ally of the EPAct standards wllicl~ are adopted 

by the Coinlnissioli in this case. 

ISSUE I1 
ARGUMENT 

THE COMMISSION SHOULD NOT MANDATE THAT JURISDICTIONAL 
ELECTRIC UTILITIES IMPLEMENT SMART METERING OR DEMAND 
RESPONSE PROGRAMS, BUT SHOULD ENCOURAGE VOLUNTARY 
PROGRAMS 

The positioli of EICPC and its me~iiber systeins regarding the EPAct Si1ia1-t 

Metering and Demand Response standards is set out in the Prepared Testiilioily of 

William A. Bosta, wliicli was filed in tliis case on May 18, 2006. EKPC and it rneiilber 

systeins have numerous tilne-of-day and interruptible rates that are currezitly used by 84 

industrial and large commercial customers, iilvolviilg approximately 170 MW of load. 

(Bosta Prepared Testiinony, p. 2-3; Exhibit WAB-1) Additionally, tliere are ~~umerous 

demand response progralns available to retail customers on tlie EKPC system, illcludiizg 

approximately 4780 residential c~isto~ners that ~ltilize Electric Tlle1111al Storage rates, 

illvolviilg a cuinulative reductioli in the winter system peak of about 60 MW of load, as 

of 2003. (Id., at 3-4) EICPC axid its rne~nber systems support the colltinuation of those 

existing pro@-a~ns, and believe that they are co~lsisteiit with tlle concepts behind tlie 

EPAct standards. However, EKPC and its lnelnber systelns do iiot believe that inaildated 



time-05-day ineteririg aiid delllarid response prograins for all electric custoiiiers would be 

in tlie best interest of their ineiliber coiisuiners. 

EIVC and its member systeilis oppose such a iiiaiidate for tiizie-of-day ineteriiig 

for all custoiners due to tlie Iligli costs of iinplemeiitation on tlie EICPC systein, tlie lack 

of a high pealdoff-peak rate differential wliicli would encornage load shifting2, and the 

lack of clear systein peak load reduction benefits wliicli would justify requiriiig lion- 

participating customers to subsidize tlie sigiificaiit iiicreinental costs of tinie-of-day 

metering. (Id., at 6) The iiat~~re of tlie costs iiivolved in inipleizieiiting such prograiiis are 

explained in the Prepared Testiii~oi~y of Paul A. Dolloff, which was filed in this case on 

May 18, 2006. Dr. Dolloff s testimoi~y explaiiis that costly specialized ineters are needed 

in the implementation of time-of-day rates, aiid estiiiiates tlie variable and fixed costs of 

such iinplenieiitatioiz for each EIQC ineinber system. (Dolloff Prepared Testimony, p. 2- 

5, Exliibit PAL)-1) Siiice EKPC does iiot anticipate that all system customers would 

benefit from ally s~tbstaintial cost saviiigs froiii load shifting in a time-05-day ineteriilg 

prograin, meailing that tlie pai-ticipating customers sliould not be subsidized by the other 

lion-participating customers, tliose costs of the prograin becollie ail additional bai-sier to 

participation. 

Wliile soiiie EKPC ineii~ber systeizis liave a~ltoinatic meter reading capability 

wllicli could suppoi-t time-of-day rates, none have seen evidence of resideiitial custoiner 

deiiiaizd sufficient to justify such a prograin. For that reason, EIVC and its riienlber 

systeiiis urge tlie Coi~iinissioil to conduct a coinpreliensive suivey of customer interest in 

time-of-day rates prior to ally coiisideratioii of a pilot prog-am to test such pi-ograiiis. (Id., 

EIWC and lllelllber systerns' response to Colnnlissio~l Staff Data Request Dated Febixary 24, 2006, Response 
No. 4, filed March 23, 2006. 



at 5; Bosta PT, at 6) Siiice a pilot program would iiivolve costs and efforts coinparable to 

actual, full scale ilripleineritatioii of time-of-day metering, a pilot prograin sl~ould be 

coiiducted only if sufficieiit residential customer demand is demolistrated by sucli a 

survey. (Dolloff PT, at 5-6) If sucli a pilot progra~n sliould be conducted, EIVC and its 

member systems urge the Coininission to design tlie program to allow each electric utility 

to demolistrate capabilities of a single type of meter-reading tecluiology, witli any 

existing systenis that it already utilizes, in order to liiiniiiiize costs arid burdens of 

struggling witli multiple tecluiologies. (Id., at 7-8) 

ISSUE I11 
ARGUMENT 

THE COMMISSION SHOULD CONSIDER SPECIFYING A MINIMUM 
INDIJSTRY STANDARD AND ALLOWING JURISDICTIONAL ELECTRIC 
UTILITIES TO DEVELOP THEIR OWN INDIVIDUAL INTERCONNECTION 
RIEQUImMENTS 

Dr. Dolloff s Prepared Testiiiio~iy also discusses the positioii of EICPC and its 

~~ieniber systerils in regard to tlie proposed intercoimectioii standards in EPAct Section 

1254. All retail electric utilities under the jurisdiction of tlie Coinmission have 

distribution ilitercoiulection standards in place, in coliiplia~~ce wit11 the iiet meterii~g 

requirements of KRS 5278.465-.468, and all EIVC lnernber systeln ilitercoluiectio~l 

sta~zdards coinply with tlie relevant standards of tlie Institute of Electrical and Electrol~ics 

Engilieers ("1EEE7'), ilicludilig distribution interco~mection Standard 1547, wlzicli is 

referenced in EPAct Section 1254, and wit11 all relevalit facility coilllectioll standards of 

tlie Nol-tli American Electric Reliability Counsel ("NERC"). (Id., at 9-10) EKPC and its 

11-ieiiiber systems do iiot see a coiiipellillg iieed for, or benefits from, the establishment of 

a ~mifomm statewide intercoimection standard. Because each electric utility se~v i~ ig  



customers ill ICentuclcy llas unique facilities, operational standards and coininunicatioils 

issues, Dr. Dolloff estimates tliat the developinent of a mi if om^ statewide ii~tercoilnection 

standard would require at least a two-year effort to reach a conseilsus on all of tliose 

critical matters. (Id., at I I )  Such an undertalting would amount to a duplication of the 

effoi-ts already made by all of the jurisdictioilal electric utilities in developiing their owl1 

i~~tercoimection standards, which are designed to protect the safety and reliability of the 

systems, only to achieve a uniformity that selves little purpose. 

EKPC and its meniber systerris propose, instead, that the Commission consider 

directing the jurisdictional electric utilities to file their individual iiltercoimectioil 

staildards, along wit11 soiiie cei-tificatioi~ that the distributioll standards coinply with IEEE 

Standard 1547, at a minimuin. This approach sliould satisfy tlie intent of EPAct Section 

1254, avoid the waste of time and resources wllicl~ would be required for the 

developineilt of a new statewide standard for distributioil intercomlections, and would 

allow intercoiulectioi~ standards, appropriate for each system, to be established much 

inore quickly thail the developinent of a statewide standard. 

CONCLUSION 

EKPC and its ineinbers systeins believe that the Smai-t Metering and Deinalld 

Respoiise standards proposed in EPAct Section 1252 are not appropriate as a statewide 

ma~~da te  for time-of-day rate prograins for residential customers in Kentucky, for the 

reasons stated hereiizabove, and recoini~lend that the Conllnission support voluntary 

prograins which can be designed to fit the system capabilities and custoiner needs of each 

individual electric utility. EKPC aind its member systeins also believe that the 

developineilt of a statewide distribution interconlnectioi~ standard is not necessary, and 



that certification of individual electric utility standards as ~lleetillg the minimum 

requirenlents of IEEE Standard 1547 is tlze iilost efficient way to ilnplement tlze coilcepts 

embodied in EPAct Section 1254 in Kel~tuclcy.
